A. Balmer Watt, managing editor 
and publisier of the Daily Capital and 
the Saturday News, was injured ina 
terrible wreck which took place late 
Wednesday night, near Flint, Michi- 
ean on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Chicago-Montreal division. Mr. 
Watt was buried about the face and 
arms, but is not thought to be seri- 
ously injured. A telegram from Flint 
states that he is not in any danger. 
Ife is in the Hurley Hospital there. 

Mr. Watt left town last Sunday to 
spend a brief holiday in Torouteo and 
other eastern points. 

Klint, Mich, Aug. 25.—In the rear 
end collision between passenger trains 
Numbers Four and Fourteen, both 
cast-bound on the Grand Trunk. rail- 
way, two miles east of Durand, late 
last night, eight passengersvire known 
to have ‘been killed, three were proba- 
bly fatally injured, and five were seri- 
ously hurt. It is reported early today 
that tour passengers are still missing. 

‘Train Number Fourteen stopped to 
repair a defective brake when Number 
four crashed into the sleeper of the 
standing train. The engine on Num- 
ber Four ploughed half way through 
the sleeper, crushing to death some 
the sleeping passengers. The 
wreckage of the sleeper caught tire 
and others of the passengers. were 
burned or scalded. It is said there

When the forward train stopped, a 
brakeman was sent back to signal the 
train following, but the explosion of 
the torpedo which was placed on the 
track asia warning was heard too late 
by, the engineer of Number Four to 
stev, his train. 

As iast as they were recovered from 
the ruins of the burned sleeper, the 
bodies of the dead were taken to Dur- 
and. Some of the injured were 
taken to that yillage and others were 
brought to the hospital in this city. 
‘The dead bodies recovered during the 
night are two unidentified, one about 
fifty years old, and the other about 
sixty, and six passengers whose bodies 
were so badly scalded and burned as 
to make idenification dificult, if not 
impossible.

Mrs. Davies 
was an invalid, travelling with her 
son and a nurse. F

The injured who were taken to Hurley 
Hospital at Flint also passed a com- 
fortable night, except in the case of 
Engineer Bert Mitchell, The latter's 
condition is very serious but it is now 
believed that he will recover. Grand 
Trunk officials will'begin an investiga- 
tion of the wreck today at Battle 
Creek.

lf we said it was an education in 
itself it might be imagined we were 
boosting a side show so we will be 
moderate instead and merely say that 
everyone interested in practical farm- 
ing (and who is not?) should. drop 
in to the tent of jthe Department. of 
Agriculture at the Fair Grounds. Mr. 
Lewis will meet you and if you are 
an agriculturalist he will probably be- 
gin to discuss the Sisymbruim Altis- 
simum or the Eripimum Cheiranthoi- 
des, but if you are only a farmer, he 
will come down to such plain terms 
as stink-weed and mustard, telling you 
why you should know all about these 
and how you can get rid of them. 

The government is ton the war path 
against weeds and has not only pas- 
sed “The Noxious Weeds Act,” but 
undertaken tto enforce it. The coun- 
try is divided into districts, each wm- 
der an inspector who tas full author- 
ity to enforce the provisions of the 
act. To supplement this work they 
have prepared exhibits and descrip- 
tions to enable farmers ito recognize 
the most noxious weeds and to be on 
their gtiard against them. ‘We have as 
yet few which prove a serious menace 
‘but some four or five call for every 
precaution—the sow thistle, stinkweed, 
the mustards, and water-hemlock com- 
monly known as wild-parsnip. If 
every one interested will only do this 
part as well as the Department of Ag- 
riculture, Alberta avill suffer less from 
the weed curse than the older coun- 
try to the east. 

But the department is more inter- 
ested in growing things than killing 
them, and just now ‘they seem to have 
decided that ‘Alberta people need some 
education in the matter of raising 
fowl. So they have made al! kinds of 
experiments in crops, roots and other 
poultry accessories and have designed 
a number of models to give the pub- 
lic the benefit of their tests, In their 
trials they have found ventilation to be 
the essential and other considerations 
are secondary. So they can show you 


‘)ago ‘taken by the railroads dn the 


United States, but now these institu- 
tions in the States have seen the trol- 
ley cars take the great bulk of the 
passenger business, the automobiles 
take a lot more of it, and at Jast they 
have sat down and come tto the con- 
clusion that their best policy is to go 
after it; and nothing is so available 
to this end as the gasoline motor cars, 
whith are simply ‘big autonwobiles on 
steam car wheels and steam car rails, 
Such a car costs little money to buy 
and still less to maintain. One man 
cam tun it and one man can conduct 
it. Jt can travel at a much higher 
speed than an ordinary steam train it 
takes up very little space and is a 
money maker from the start. But they 
do more than that. They build up the 
smaller towns, and smaller towns 
wher built up are more and more bus- 
iness-makers for the railway. The 
more people there are im the town 
the more business there is for the 
railroad in the way of freights and 
passenger travel.

WHY NOT A CONSERVATION 
ASSOCIATION? 


Sead 


(Toronto Star.) 

We are indebted for the present 
form of our national movement for 
the conservation of natural resources 
to the leaders of thought in these mat- 
ters in the United States. It happens, 
strangely enough, that, while we have 
our Commission of Conservation in 
full swing, our preceptors have got 
into a complication of quarrels in- 
volving property and political inter- 
ests, which quarrels must be settled 
before their commission can ‘go on 
with dts work, 

But they have in the United States, 
partly as a result of their difficulties, 
an organ of conservation propaganda, 
which wwe ‘have not, and one that we 
ought to have. ‘This is a popular so- 
ciety to promote the conservation 
idea. «tI is called the National Con- 
| servation Association, and its presi-

AN IDEA FOR CANADIAN 
RAILROADS 
—_—— 

“To meet the competition of thou- 
sands of miles of new interurban elec- 
tric lines the railroads of the middle 
west are adding to their steam rolling 
stock many mile-a-minute gasoline 
motor cars for “local service.’ These 
have ‘the sharply pointed prows of a 
racing motor boat and their windows 
are like portholes, he doors are at 
the sides. ‘Each one has seats for 
fifty-six passengers. 

“The installation of these cars has 
put new business life into many towns 
that formerly had the benefit of only 
one or ‘two passenger trains a day, 
and ‘has gladdened the iheart of many 
a suburbanite who thad been denying 
himself the pleasure of theatres be- 
cause he couldn't afford to sit up until 
2 a.m. to get a train for thoine.”

They do not want any kind of 
local suburban business; they do not 
want any commutation tickets; they 
do not want to live up to the fran- 
chise conferred upon them, and which 
franchise meant giving the public a 
service for the privilege given of do- 
ing the transportation busienss of the 
country. In other words, they wish to 
elect what kind of service they will 
give, when they will give it and how 
much of that service.

While it is important, to thave a 
sound policy on this subject of proper 
use of natural resources, it is even 
more important, ina democratic coun- 
try like Canada, to have the policy, 
whatever it may be, backed by a vital 
and enlightened public opinion. And, 
as a means of cultivating and directing 
that public opinion, whatever else may 
be necessary, a popular association is 
necessary, ‘The subject has to do, not 
only avith great questions of forests, 
fisheries, and mines, in which the in- 
terest of the captain of industry may 
he supposed to be paramount, but it 
has to do with questions of pure wa- 
ter, pure air, and the right of every 
man ‘to a place on which to stand and 
work. ‘Everybody has a vital interest 
in this conservation of natural resour- 
ces, and everybody might reasonably 
be asked to assist in ‘the work of arou- 
sing pwhlic interest and directing pub- 
lic opinion on the subjtct, 

Nor would it be fair to Canada to 
say that on this general subject we 
are behind the United States. The 
present form of the movement we owe 
o our American friends, but the move- 
ment itself is otir own. Even in this

vance the cause, we have made pro- 
gress, though not exactly in the direc- 
tion now proposed. ‘lhe Canadian } 
Forestry Association has always been, 


in effect, 2 popular organization to| 
promote the conservation idea, By 
maintaining the proper ‘balance of for- 
est, we do far more than. cultivate 
saw logs; we regulate the rainfall and 
the avaterflow, we maintain our water- 
ways, we keep a steady pressure at 
crosion of spring and the killing | 
the power plants, we avoid the soil 
drought of summer, and ave afford a 
suitable home in which those wild 
servants of mankind, the game and 
fur-bearing animals, can live and mul- 
tiply. As indicating the national char- 
acter of this movement it should ibe 
noted that the Governor General is the 
patron of the Forestry Association 
and the Prime iMinister its Honorary 
President; while its directorate in- 
cludes eminent men in every nvalk of 
life and residents of every part of ‘the 
country. ‘While the backbone of the 
membership is,, naturally, composed 
of those who have business interests 
in the forest, yet the bulk of that 
membership is made up of men who 
have no business interest in the mat- 
ter to serve, but who wish to lend 
their influence to a mavement so clear- 
ly in support of Canada’s most vital 
interests, 

But, wide as may be the service tof 
the Forestry Association, ‘there are 
phases of the conservation problem 
which it cannot reflect, such as mines, 
fisheries, and public ‘health. hat is 
no reason for weakening ‘the Forestry 
Association, but it is an argument ito 
prove that we can folhow to advantage 
the American plan of forming the 
more general association Yo back up 
the general work of our (Commission 
of Conservation.

Berlin, August 19—The wife of a 
minor official at Cologne, named We- 
ber, killed ther daughter, her three 
grand children,two boys of 5 and 3 re- 
spectively, and a girl of 7, and the 
house dog, and then hanged herself 
from theawindow frame.

ed appearance, although at no time 
were the grounds uncomfortably full, 
which might have been the case if the 
space had been more confined. 

The day’s program was carried on 
without a hitch. In the morning the 
judges of the horses were kept busy, 
and at two sharp the racing started, 
intermingled with which were the at- 
tractions on the platform opposite the 
graund stand. At four .o’clock there 
was a grand parade of all the stock. 
The animals were led out from their 
houses and walked around the = en- 
closure inside the race trace, where 
everyone on the grand stand was able 
to have a good view of them. Every 
one exhibited great interest in the 
cattle which represented the best that 
Alberta can do, and which certainly 
did credit to the province. When the 
tracing was over, everyone left the 
grand stand and went in search of 
something to eat. 

The restaurants were crowded to 
the doors, Never before were there 
such a Jot of hungry people at a fair 
waiting to be fed, and there were 
numbers who found:great difficulty in 
finding any place where they could 
get anything to eat. The association 
dining hall, run by Mr Dodge, was 
doing capacity business all the time, so 
much business in fact, that Mr. Dodge 
spent his time standing at the door 
of his building telling the would-be 
‘diners that there was plenty to eat 
only not to come in unless they did 
not ming waiting, and at the same 
time gathering in the bullion. There 
were numbers of people who went in 
an dwho did not mind waiting and 
who paid their bill but who came away 
feeling that they could have caten 
‘more than they were able to get. 

After supper once more the grand 
‘stand was visited to se the finish of 
the racing, after which the attractions 
kept the crowd amused until it was 
alaris enough for the fire works 

Swift and Casey led off the bill of 
the attractions, which was a_ black 
face comedian turn which was follow- 
ed by the high wire artist who did 
same amazing feats while on a high 
wire so thin that it was hardly. pos- 
sible for the spectator to see it 
against the dark background of the 
tace track, Next came the three 
McLinns, on the trapeze, the comed- 
ian of the troupe doing some amusing 
stunts, keeping the crowd in good hu- 
mor. The Marvellous Melburns, six 
acrobats of the tumbling style, fol- 
lowed, after which came the Fouch- 
ere Brothers, trick cyclists. The bro- 
thers did some amazing tricks ending 
with two of them turning complete 
somersaults while the third rode over 
some steps at least two feet high. 
The Hereas Family concluded the bill 
with some excellent acrobatics. 

During the afternoon Mr. Fourchere 
<dlid his diving trick in which he rode 
down a sloping set of steps about six- 
ty feet high and dove into a tank of 
water three feet deep. Shortly after 
he had completed his performance a 
wind sprang up and blew. down the 
steps, but doing no damage, as they 
were out in the open. 

As soon as it was dark enough, the 
fireworks, supplied by Hands, of Ham- 
ilton, began, The general opinion of 
all who saw them was that they were 
the fmest that have ever been seen 
in the city.

If the stock exhrbited at the Hd- 
monton exhibition is representative, 
then, according to a well-known local 
authority on cattle, a splendid founda- 
tion exists for the future breeding of 
good catttle in this province. That 
the exhibit this year, on the whole, 
is excellént, no one will deny, and the 
interest that is being taken in the ex- 
hibits, evidenced by the throngs of 
people who passed through the var- 
ious buildings, is most gratifying to 
the exhibitors and the management of 
the fair alike. 

Although there is very little fault_to 
find with the general exhibit, yet seve- 
ral criticisms were made, It appeared 
to the connoiseur that some iof the 
cattle lacked the prepartion necessary 
for successful show purposes, looking 
as though they had just been taken 
off tthe pasture. To the layman, of 
course, this is unnoticeable. ‘Again, 
owing to ‘the lack of accommodation, 
on account of the large number of en- 
tries in the various classes. it was 
found necessary to divide some breeds, 
with the result that some confusion 
resulted. ao Wes 

The shorthorms carried off the palm 
of the cattle exhibits, and drew favor 
able comment from everybody. The 
shorthorn is the ‘best best allround 
purpose cow. ‘Besides the various ex- 
hibits were more level, and the ani- 
mals seemed better prepared. ‘The ex- 
hibits of IR. W. Caswell, of Saska- 
toon, was superior to 'the others, and 
a yearling and a ‘heifer calf, belonging 
to Mr. Caswell, received special com- 
mendation from several authorities. 

In the exhibits from Wm. Shield’s 
stock farm at Brandon,there is atHere- 
ford bull that is continually surround- 
ed by a crowd of admirers, ‘This bul! 
looks so fat that some people wonder- 
od how it is able ito stand up. It's 
body is almost rectangular in shape, 
while it shows no patchiness. Other 
bulls im this class are also very ‘hand- 
some, but none are nearly as showy 
as the former animal. 

An exhibit of Aberdeen Angus cat- 
tle and a Gallaway herd are placed 
alongside of cach other, and afford 
an excellent opportunity of comparing 
the two breeds, Both are very much 
alike in apppearance, with the ex- 
ception fhat the quanters of the Gallo- 
ways are somewhat squarer. The 
latter are more of the shorthorn type, 
The exhibits of both breeds are very 
fine, 

The red polled cattle exhibit is re- 
presentative, there being included se- 
veral good bulls. ‘The Jerseys are 
also very commendable, ‘but the extti- 
bit is somewhat scattered. 

Inv the Holsteins, especially the ex- 
hibit of Mitchener Bros., a quality is 
shown which svould hardly be expect- 
ed up there, but in this breed a lack 
of preparation is evidenced. 

“The Ayrshires are exceptionally 
good, and the several exhibits wouli 
be hard to choose between, A. H. 
Turnbull and Son, of Red Deer, and 
L. .M. ‘Bruce, Lashburn, thave sone 
very fine samples of this breed on ex- 
hibition.

Clergyman Denied Sacrament to a

London.—The refusal of Rev. ‘Turn- 
ell Barrett, the Vicar of Sandgate, ito 
allow Mrs, William B. Bennett, wife 
of a local captain of Territonial Artil- 
lery, to partake of Holy Communion,
